They were taken to Mayor Hamilton 


and given a. lecture. 


Mayor Hamilton issued this statement Friday morning: Hazing 


must staff. 
It seems unreasonable that boys or young.men: after 


reaching the nigh school cannot forget childish ways and I think 
that not only tfce po ice and probate judge should take a hand ia it 
but I sincerely believct that the parents "of children should give us 
hearty co-operation. When I was a lad my lather kept a little 
switch. lying on a shelf and when ever I became ungovernable he 
•would use •t1M«. and I think that if this method of punishment were 
used by parents that this so-called 'hazing could be stopped.

three boys that weret arrested last night will be taken to the probate 
court and iit-all probability they will land in one of the reforma- 
tory institutions where they can be taught to act like gentlemen 


"I have given all the police orders to" arrest and lock up all boys

R«commendc No Legislative Reform* 


but Confines Mecsase to Review of 
Republic's History During th* Past 
Year — Deplores Recent Political 
Disturbances and Warns His Sub- 
jects to Be Good Under Penalty of 
Getting lit Bad With Authorities. 


Mexico City, Sept. 17.—Throughout 


the Republic of .Mexico the ninety- 
nteiih anniversary of its independence 
was celebrated vrith great enthusiasm 
by the people. In the capital the day 
was ushered ia by salvos of artillery, 
and later a great military parade. £n 
•Khich President Diaz participated, 
was held. The expected demonstra- 
tion ia behalf of Genera! Bernardo 
Reyes did not take place. 


The national congress assembled. 


The animal message Of President 
Diaz was read by him to the assem- 
bled deputies and =enators. The doc- 
ument was a review of the happen- 
ings of the past year and !a no way 
recommended legislation of anv bind. 
Speaking of the foreign relations, the 
president declared that they were 


sr better. He told the assembled 


legislators that he had been invited 
by the American president to meet 
him at El Paso on Oct. IK and that 
he had accepted the invitation, with 
the proviso that congress grant the 
necessary permission for the presi- 
dent to leave Mexican soil. 


Discusses Political Situation. 


Referring to the recent political 


riots which have occurred In some 
parts of the re'icblic. the president 
said: "During recent months there 
has been a perceptible 
political 


movement preparatory to the elec- 
tion of federal officers, whi^h is to 
take place next year. It" is certainly 
praiseworthy that the Mexican people 
show each time a greater Interest in 
the exercise of its electoral right, as 
this is a pledge that' in desisaadag 
its future officials it will guarantee 
chose conquests which the republic 
has made ander the beneficent influ- 
ence of peace. 


"Unfortunately not all the manifes- 


tations of the electoral propaganda 
nave kept within the peaceful limits 
of the laws and. initiated by agitators 
prompted by their own personal in- 
terests, certain disorders hare occur*- 
red; which the police have repressed 
witxi true moderation. The govern- 
ment, whose principal duty it is to 
preserve public order, will not per- 
mit that this be disturbed.' even 
though to accomplish the object it 
may be necessary to employ ener- 
getic measures."
